“The goldenrod is yellow” sang the 
poet years ago, but to many persons 
in Gettysburg and elsewhere, the sea­ 
son of the goldenrod is not co produc­ 
tive of 
poetry as it is of hay fever. 
These persons 
are now turning their 
attention to the few means known to 
secure relief from thia annual fall m a­ 
lady which 
touches both 
the mascu­ 
line and feminine genders indiscrimi­ 
nately. 
The fifteenth day of August, some­ 
times known as the ides of August, 
was the day when the goldenrod and 
other obnoxious plants began to dis­ 
charge their hay 
fever-laden pollen 
germ s into the air. 
The goldenrod, 
the national 
flower, has, 
for years 
past, been accused of being the flower 
v-hich is responsible for the suffering 
to 
thousands 
of hay fever 
victims 
everywhere. 
But now the blame as a distributor 
of 
the 
minute-laden 
pollen 
which 
causes 
hay fever 
is placed on 
the 
shoulders, or rath er the pods, of tl.c 
ragw eed. 
This common weed, found 
in 
almost every 
home garden 
and 
along roadways, is the chief offender, 
in this section of the country, accord­ 
ing to Director of Public Health Fur- 
bush, of Philadelphia. 
In his weekly 
bulletin, Mr. Furbush urges the pre­ 
vention and destruction of this weed. 
“The ragweed is the chief offender 
in this locality,” says Doctor Furbush. 
“This weed, which grows to a heigth 
of one to five feet and 
blooms from 
A ugust 
to October or later, 
can be 
found on almost every vacant lot, neg­ 
lected field or the roadside and in un­ 
cultivated 
gardens and lawns. 
Its 
pollen is abundant and is readily dis­ 
tributed by the w in d .” 
But hay fever is no joke, especially 
to those who get it every year. 
Some 
sufferers 
are actually unfit for 
any 
kind of work for three or four weeks 
and the m ajority of victims are ren ­ 
dered but 50 per cent efficient. 
Tho 
life of the patient, as well as the lives 
of most persons about him, are render­ 
ed miserable a t least until the advent 
of cool weather, 
which is about

LARGE HAIL FALLS 
AT WENKSVILLE 


Heavy Electrical Storm Y'ents 
Fury in Upper-Menallen 
Township. 


Hail the size cf shellbarks fell in 
Wenksville 
and 
the 
immediate 
vicinity for one. hour, Wednesday, ac­ 
companied 
by a 
heavy 
electrical 
storm. 
Ears of corn were cut from 
their stalks and late 
apples 
were 
severely bruised and cut by the icy 
particles. 
The storm spent its fury on the 
northern half of Menallen township, 
reports coming from Arendtsville and 
Bendersville, several miles south, to 
tho effect th a t only a little rain and 
no hail fell in those communities. 
Coming up suddenly at 12 o’clock 
in one huge black cloud, the storm 
hung directly above Wenksville until 
one 
o’clock 
when it 
passed 
away 
abruptly. 
Much thunder and lightn­ 
ing accompanied the storm, putting 
many telephone lines out of service in 
and near Wenksville. 
According to 
one authority, the 
storm was 
the

only thing that can dispel the disease. 
That the malady makes its regular 
appearance on August 15,i3 no idle fic­ 
tion. 
Few victims have to mark the 
day in red letters on their calendars. 
They may go to bed feeling perfectly 
well and, on awakening the following 
day, know that it is the ides of August 
by th at choking in the throat and that 
awful, peppery feeling in the nostrils. 
Others may net begin to suffer until 
several days 
later, but they 
seldom 
escape longer than a week. 
So far, medical science has been un­ 
able to find the cause of the disease. 
There have been many theories. 
One 
of them is that the pollen discharged 
by certain flowers—among them not­ 
ably the goldenrod—has a bad effect 
on the delicate mucous membranes. 
Another is that climatic changes af­ 
fect 
persons 
of sensitive 
tempera­ 
ments. 
But whatever the cause, 
co 


fa r no effective cure has been found. 
Some physicians advocate changes of 
climate. 
Others warn their 
patients 
to prepare themselves 
several weeks 
in advance by getting their nervous 
systems in shape, and point out that 
usually only the more or less neurotic 
are afflicted with the disease. 
So, until the coming of September 
and cooler weather there is little that 
the afflicted can do but grit their teeth 
and bear it.
